Baked Ham 


The pleasant custom of 
enter­ 
taining guests in one's home over 
the week-end sometimes taxes the 
ingenuity of the homemaker who 
must be both cook and 
hostess. 
She wants to have a plentiful sup­ 
ply of good food on hand for she 
prides herself on the meals she 
serves.

Place the ham, fat side up, 
in 
an uncovered pan. Make a small 
incision through the skin and in­ 
sert the meat thermometer so that

(300 F.) and bake 
until 
done. 
Many hams on the market now re­ 
quire a shorter cooking time than 
formerly.

are given with your ham, bake it 
until the meat thermometer reg­ 
isters 160CF.

Murray was with the highway de­ 
partment. 
Murray, who is 
now 
state director of the WPA, 
and 
who last year withstood a federal 
investigation and received a clean 
bill of health upon charges that 
he was unduly 
mixing 
politics 
with the WPA, has been a power­ 
ful factor in Democratic politics in 
Missouri and was identified 
with 
the Democratic 
organization 
in 
Kansas City. 
Incidentally, it should be men­ 
tioned, however, that despite what 
his personal 
inclinations 
might 
have been had he not held 
the

The Board of Education receiv­ 
ed official approval on Wednesday 
of this week for the coordination 
program that will be installed in 
our public schools next year.

The letter from State Superin­ 
tendent King’s office in part states, 
“I am very happy that you have 
decided to put on a coordination 
program. 
I believe that it is a 
forward step for you to take. Rest 
assured that I will give you my 
whole hearted cooperation in the 
matter.” 
For several years 
the Federal 
Government has been encouraging 
vocational education in our 
high 
schools and has subsidized boards 


of education for same under the 
Smith-Hughes Act. 
Coordination 
work is a new aspect of the Smith- 
Hughes Act. 
Formerly, only vo­ 
cational home economics, vocation­ 
al agriculture 
and 
vocational 
trades were subsidized. 
Only about 15 to 20 per cent of 
local High School graduates ever 
have the opportunity of attending 
college. 
The big question then is 
what to do for the remaining 80 
to 85 per cent. Every year a large 
number of worthy 
high 
school 
people who have talent and ambi­ 
tion are left stranded because they 
are not financially able to go fur­ 
ther. 
For these people the State 
Department of Education with the 
financial assistance of the Federal 
Government has 
come 
forward 
with the coordination work. 
Under this plan fifteen to thirty 
boys and girls will be chosen from
